Tot some time the president has 
evinced a deep curiosity in the sal­ 
aries of motion picture stars, cor­ 
poration executives and others who 
draw princely ransoms for their 
work. Shivers have been progres­ 
sively moving up and down the 
spines of these for some time. De­ 
velopments have changed the shivers 
to a series of sharp jolts. 
RedUM Checks. 
Mr. Roosevelt ordered from Attor­ 
ney General Hugh Cummings—and 
received—an opinion as to how the 
big pay checks might be reduced. 
The Cummings oplnlcm, delivered 
to the president In the form of a 
letter, called for legislation, hut w ^ 
designed as an effective method oi 
cutting salaries. Under the propo­ 
sal,, corporations paying the b^ 
salaries to executives would be taxed 
according to the size of the salaries 


^ Cummings saw no distinction be- 


tween salary paid as “salary”, and 
as a “bonus”, in his opinion. His 
idea in drafting the opinion was to 
get at the boys who draw the “big 
money", no matter how they desig­ 
nated their pay-checks. 
This development followed a se­ 
ries of others equally significant. 
Asks For Report. 
The federal trade commission sent 
out a questionnaire to 2,000 firms, 
asking for repijrts on the salaries 
paid their executives. 
Mr. Roose­ 
velt asked for a report on the sal­ 
aries Ы immature motion picture 
actors, referring, it was presumed, 
to the “child actor” group in Holly­ 
wood. Railroad Coordinator Josepii 
B. Eastman asked railroad presidents 
to cut their own salaries to $60,000 
a year, and the rail executives com- 
plied. 
In the midst of these develop­ 
ments, testimony was brought out 
before the senate stock market In- 
vestUietir^ committee revealing that 
some of the great finance house 
heads were drawing tremendous sal­ 
aries from several organizations at 
the same time.

were brought to light where one 
executive was drawing over a mil­ 
lion dollars a year tot his service.

As largely a& possible without ex­ 
pression of personal opinion, the 
purposes of the twelve pri^xMed 
amendments to the State Constitu­ 
tion to be voted on this Fall have 
been outlined by Mr. McElwee .*n 
in the following aeries: 
Third Amendment 
The text of the third amendment 
reads as follows: 
“Section 22. The General Assemb­ 
ly may, from time to time, by law, 
prescribe the nature and kind of in­ 
vestments for trust funds to be made 
by executors, administrators, trus­ 
tees. guardians and other fiduciar­ 
ies.” 
Section 22 of Article HI now rekds 
as follows: 
“Section 22. No act of the General 
Assembly shall authorise the 
in­ 
vestment of trust funds by executors, 
administrators, guardians or other 
trustees, in the bonds or stock of 
any private corporation, and such 
acts now existing are avoided sav­ 
ing investments heretofore made.” 
The purpose of this is to authorise 
the Legislature to change the law 
from time to time in a more flexible 
way to suit conditions as they exist 
at the time. The old fcMrm of the 
Constitution is hard and fast and 
leaves no leaway for meeting chang­ 
ing conditions except by amendment 
to the Constitution. 


Fowrth Amendment 
In the fourth proposed 
amend - 


ment it is proposed to add section 
19 to Article IX of the Constitution 
to read as follows; 
“Seciion 18. In addition to the 
purposes stated in article nine, sec­ 
tion four of this constitutimi. the 
State may be authorised by law to 
create debt and to issue bonds, to 
the amount of fifty millions of dol­ 
lars, for bonds, for the payment of

Drivers* Liability Law 
Should Be Studied Now 


Applicants for 1934 automobile 
operators’ licenses will be informed, 
on the back of applications mailed 
from Harrisburg, of the new Uni­ 
form Automobile Liability Security 
act, which becomes effective Jan­ 
uary 1. 
’The law in this state differs from 
laws in other states, in that the 
major emphasis is placed on the op- 
eratm’s certificate and not on the 
owner’s certificate. 
The major difference is that when 
a certificate is filed with the de­ 
partment it means that whoever has 
filed the certificate is respmisible 
for any judgements that are given 
against that particular operator, 
whereas, in most states, the respon­ 
sibility in meeting any judgment 
must arise from the operation of a 
particular vehicle. 
On the back of the applicaticm 
the prospective operator will find 
the following: 
Accident Reports 
Any accident resulting in personal 
injury or total property damage of 
$50.00 or more must be reported to 
the state within 24 hours. 
Howj? Accident reports forms, ob­ 
tainable from garages, motor clubs 
police stations, station highway pa­ 
trol barracks or Department of 
Revenue must be used. 
Where? Reports must be mailed 


1934 within 15 days after It became 
final proof of financial responsi­ 
bility must be posted in addition to 
satisfying Judgment in accordance 
with the provisions of the act. 
Proof of financial responsibility 
may be furnished by—(1) Motor ve­ 
hicle operator’s policy. <2) Motor 
vehicle liability policy.
